While standing in the crowd as 

mere spectator, Mike Rectenwald of 
the south side, Waukegan, was flashed 
on the neck by a foreigner at 2:45 Sun- 
day morning at the Merchant's corner, 

Cenesee and Belvidere streets, and, 

had the gash extended about a half inch 

to one side, his juglar vein would have 

been severed. 

As it was, his neck was cut to such 
an extent that fourteen stitches were 
Tiecossary to close the wound. 

Frank Moars, also a well knowh man, 
received slight cuts on his body and his 
clothes was hacked in several places. 

He, like Rectenwald, had nothing to 
do with the fight which had ensued a 
few ninutcs before, but explain they 
"Were standing on the corner when some 
of the crowd had been fighting, started 
after them with knives and began cut- 
ting right and left 

A crowd of a half dozen or more 
foreigners were walking south on Gene- 
see street at the aboye hour when Officer ; church was organized, and she has ever 

been one of its most devoted members. 



I of life nnd passed into thi^ great beyond, 
when Grandma Hdll, as she was gener- 
ally known, peacefully passed away at 
her home at Hickory. Her illness was 
of only a few. weeks' durfition, although 
she had been gradually growing feeble 
with the advance of years for a long 
time and her death was caused by a 
general breaking down of the entire 
system due to the inflrmaties of age. 

Miss Samanta Norton was born in 
New York state on the 11th day of 
April, 1815, and passed away at her late 
home on the 22th day of May, 1910, at 
the advanced age of 95 years, 1 month 
and 11 days. 

She had resided upon her farm at 
Hickory continuously for 67 years with 
th^ exception of a time years ago when 
she spent three years at Salem, but re- 
turned to spend the remainder of her 
days upon the place which for years she 
had called home. 

She was the youngest of a family of 
fourteen children and was the last 
member of the family, the others hav- 
ing preceeded her to the valley of death 
years ago. 

She. was first united in marriage to 
Mr. Hall and after having been left a 
widow for a number of years she was 
again married and although by this 
marriage her name was changed to 
Hoskins, she was commonly known as 
Grandma Hall to the time of her death. 
Her second husband also preceeded her 
to the land of rest many years ago. 

She was an earnest, Christian worker 
and the first religious meeting ever held 
in Hickory was at her home and it was 
mainly through her untiring efforts and 
generous aid that the Hickory M. E. 
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Alatt Staloar told them they must cease 
their noise and make their way home. 
They got noisier and noisier as they 
neared the corner and he warned them 
several times but, when they reached 
^Merchant's corner, instead of going on,

He culled for hulp from a crowd of 
otlier men who had been passing toward 
their homes and Jack Kilbnne came to 
his aid. They each grabbed one of the 
men and the others in the crowd then 



who as long as her health permitted did 

all in her power for its welfare and 

maintainance.

By her death the community has lost 
one of its most beloved residents and 
the church its most ardent and sincere 
worshiper.

However, after the officer had 
left, evidently believing they were com- 
panions of the man who had gone to 
help the officer, the foreigners started 
at them and before they could get away 
fh'ey had been cut. 

The man who went after Rectenwald 
-was the most vicious and the slash he 
gave him in the neck was one of the 
worst that any man has received in a 
long time and yet lived. Rectenwald 
was so taken by surprise that he could 
not defend himself and Mears, too, was 
taken unawares, A man named Bar- 
rett, also a companion, had his clothes 
cut but was unhurt otherwise. 

The officers from headquarerts were 
then notified and later in the morning 
three more arrests were made, these 
men being taken to the station. 

These men denied they were the ones 
who had slashed the two men. but the 
officer declared they knew them to have 
been in the crowd which started the 
trouble and they were held in$l,OCO 
bonds' each on a charge of assault with 
intent to Commit murder.

William E. Cummings, postmaster at 
Highwood, was placed under arrest late 
Tuesday afternoon following a report 
that he is short between $400 and $500 
in his accounts and as the results of an 
investigation by United States govern- 
ment postal inspectors. 

He waived perllminary examination 
before United States Commissioneer 
Mark A. Foote and towards evening 
was bound over to await the action of 
the federal grand jury in the sum of 
?2.000. , 

The inspector came to the Highwood 

office Tueaday afternoon to check up 

the accounts. He claimed at the end 

that there was a shortage of ?290. He 

then refused, it is said, to accept checks 

to the amount of $200 with the claim 
that under the postal regulations he 
could not , accept them as currency. 
Within ten or fifteen minutes Post- 
master Cummings tendered him $300 in 
cash, he claimed in an interview with 
the assertion that the inspector refused 
to accept this also. 

The inspector asked him, he claims, 
if he would willingly accompany him to 
Chicago and he consented to do this. 
The inspector is still engaged in, hjs 
checking work and refused to issue any 
statement until he had completed his 
examination. When Postmaster Cum- 
mings was asked whether or not he had 
been made the victim of a political ploi; 
he intimated that this might have been 
tlie case. 

When asked to fix the responsibility 
for the shortage he'stated that he pre- 
ferred to make no statement until later. 

Pie is engaged in a teaming buisness 
and also buys and sell horses. His gen- 
eral reputation is considered good and his 
friends were greatly surprised to henr 
of the action of the federal authorities. 
It is the general rule in ail post offices 
not to accept checks, it is said, and loni 
ency on the part of tho postmaster may 
be responsible for his prqsent difficulty, 
it is reported. Tho report concerning 
his aiTtiSt created wide surprise in 
Highwood and Highland Park.

"I know of three or four other 
Waukegan corporations who endorse 
the work of the Anti-Saloon League 
and who have contributed to the cam- 
paign fund now being raised," said the 
gentleman in question. 

It is said to be the policy of the 
League to ascertain the position of the 
candidates on the local option and tem- 
perance questions and tlien to, endorse 
j one candidate from both the republican 
, and democratic parties in each legisla- 
tive district. The league has workers 
I outin all portions of the state who are 
engaged in soliciting campaign contri- 
butions and assisting in organizing the 
townships and counties for the coming 
elections.

RENDERS $4^0 VERDICT 

Estate of Wm. Barnstable Wins Suit 
Against Soo Line. 

The jury which heard the case of the 
estate of W. G. Barnstable vs, the 
Soo Line Rail Road, the old Wisconsin 
Central, last week brought in a ver- 
dict in favor of the plaintifi^ and allow- 
ed damages to the amount of $-1,000. 

As will be remembered Mr. Barn- 
stable met his death. in a most horrible 
manner, on the evening of April 22, 
ioiO, whilo crogsing the Soo Line track 
near his homp in Lake Villa, by being 
backed down upon by a north bound 
freight just after he had stepped aside 
to let a south bound freight pass by., 
Mrs. Barnstable who was with him at 
the time, narrowly escaped meeting 
the same fate. 

A suit for damages to the amount of 
ten thousand doUars was brought by 
Mrs, Barnstable throuRh Attorney 
White of Waukesha, executor of the 
estate. The hearing was set for last 
week and occupied tho greater part of 
two days, Tuesday and/Wednesday, and 
resViUed in the_jury allowing the sum of 
four thousand dollars. 

The case has attracted considerable 
attention and was of wide spread inter- 
est on account of the prominence of the 
parties involved and its progress as 
well OS its outcome has been watched 
with keen interest by the people of this 
vicinity. L. H. Rogers, of this place, 
an eye witness of the fatality was one 
of the chief witnesses at the trial, 
and J. C. James, also of Antioch, was 
also called upon to testify in the capa- 
city of oflTicial weather recorder. Both 
of thcso gentlemen together with many 
other witnesses were present at the 
trial both days. 

Tho verdict is considered by tho 
attorneys ns a fair one and it is. not 
likely that an appeal will be taken. 



Young Tramp Cuts Wrisls and AnKlcs 
in Efforts To End Life 

Discouraged and disolate at being not- 
thing more than a trarap, Jos. Miller, 
aged 25 years, home wherever ho 
chanced to place his head, tried to end 
his life in the cicy jail Saturday morn- 
ing by cutting the arteries of both 
wrists and cutting his ankles, slashing 
them in such a manner thai it is believ- 
ed he will die in McAlister hospital 
where he was removed at once upon 
discovery of what had happened. 

Friday the man was taken to the 
station by Special Ofiicer Nichols of 
the E. J. & E., who found him roaming 
about the yards and, when he refrused 
to leave, he placed him m arrest and 
took him to tho station where he spent 
the night and it was not until some time 
later that Assistant Chief Tyrell hap- 
pened to be walking through the jail 
and saw a body lying on the floor, In- 
vestigating he found the man laying in 
a large pool of blood and he was semi- 
conscious. 

Investigation showed he had cut his 
wrists and ankles, slashing .them most 
severely. He was hurried to the hospi- 
talwhere Dr. Brown attended him and 
states he will likely succumb to the 
wound. 

Nothing is known about Miller for he 
reported to the officers he had no home. 
It is beHeved he is single. When the 
ofiicer started to take him to the station 
he made the remark. "God will punish 
you for putting me in arrest." 

Miller is said by the police to be a 
typical tramp and lookes as if he never 
worked, never cared to work and never 
would work. 

The fact that Miller cut himself as he 
did and never made a sound to let the 
other prisoners in the corridor outside 
tho cell in which he passed the night, 
know what he had done, shows that he 
never flinched when ho began slashing. 
There was a dozen other men in the jail 
and not one known what had occurred 
behind the bar.

GRACE'S BROTHER 

DIES IN POVERTY 

Albert J. Snell, son of Amos J. Snell, 
millionaire who was murdered in his 
home in Washington boulevard in 18SS, 
was found dead in bod Tueaday in a 
cheap rooming house on Clark street in 
Chicago. 

Snell WHS 50 years old. He had lived 
at the rooming house a little more than- 
a year. 

Snell was a brother of Mrs. Grace 
Snell-Cofrm-CofTm-Walker-Comn - Lay- 
man Love of Antioch, known as the 
most married and divorced woman in 
the United States. She has been noti- 
fied of the death and asked to. take 
charge of the funeral arrangements. 

The police made a thorough examina- 
tion of the littte room where the man 
orice heir to ah enormous fortune, met 
death in obscurity, They were unable 
however, to discover any clew that indi- 
cate whether he committed suicide, was 
murdered, or died of matural causes. 

Tho death of Snell recalled the sen- 
sational murder of his father. Tho 
murder, the mystery of which has never 
been cleared up, was charged to Willie 
Tascott, a youth of the neighborhood. 
The millionaire was shot dead, Tascott 
disappeared. He was never captured, 
although he was reported to hove been 
in numerous cities in all prats at the

Lake Seriously Hurt in 

Dynamite Explosion 



NARROWLY ESCAPES DEATH 



Furniture and Interior of House Bad!/ 

Wrecked— Exact Cause of Explosion 

Remains a Mystery 



The experimenting with an electric 
battery in the hands of Sam Garwood, 
son of Harmon Garwood is thought to 
be the cause of the terriffic explosion, 
that occurred at his home at Chan- 
nel at seven o'clock Monday morning' 
and from which he and his family niir-» 
aculously escaped with their lives. 

Just the exact cause of the explosion 
is not and probably never will be known 

but it is supposed .that the concussion 
of a. small cap which Garwood had ex- 
ploded by means of the battery was 
sufiicient to cause the explosion of 
two dynamite cartridges which had 
only a short time before been placed 
upon the chiffonier in the opposite cor-' 
ner of the room. 

Suddenly without warning the room 
seemed to be filled with fire and 
smoke and the building was shaken, 
with a violence that seemed to tear it 
from its foundation. ^ 

The report of the explosion was heard 
for quite a distance and neighbors see- 
ing the volume of smoke issuing from 
the house rushed to the place to find 
the family alive but in a somewhat 
dazed condition. 

Mr. Garwood appea/ed to be quite 
badly injured and was' immediately re- 
moved to tho home of Lincoln Gar- 
wood, a short distance away and two 
physicians were hastily summoned. 
Upon examination it was found that 
the sliock had rendered him perfectly 
deaf, that his^ace neck and arms Were 
considerably cut and bruised and his 
eyes were badly burned. The extent 
of the injury to his eyes can not as yet 
be ascertained but the attending physi- 
cian extends the hope of saving the : 
sight of one while he ex'pi-essea the 
condition of the other as beihg doubt- 
ful. Tlie patient's hearing however 
slowly returned .as the force of the 
shock gradually wore away. 

The building was badly damaged the 
windows were blown out, tho . doors 
torn from the hinges, the partitoins 
racked, a hole was torn through the 
outside wall and practically all of the 
phister was shaken off. The furniture 
in the room where the explosion occur- 
red was completely demolished espec- - 
ially the chilfonier which was literally 
blown to splinters. 

That the family escaped with their 
lives is indeed miraculous, Mrs. Gar- 
wood was in an adjoining room at tho 
time and unhurt except a severe shak- 
ing up, and the little girl who was 
about half way down the stairs was 
also uninjured although the stair door 
was blown down and the three lower 
steps were completely blown out

After being sick most of the past 
winter and felling very dishearten- 
ed because of it, Mr. Neville, one of the 
bes't known old residents of Wauconda, 
Sunday took a dose of paris green at hia 
home in the village and his death oc] 
currtd a few hours later, after night ■ 
fall. 

The fact that his son shot and killed 
himself a few years ago at Grayslake 
adds sorrow to the sad ending of tho 
aged man who was close to eighty years 
of age. 

Mr. Nevill had been sick for many 
months and only recently had been able 
to get out. Sunday he had been out 
around His home and returned to it as if 
nothing out of the ordinary had entered 
his mind, but, shortly afterwards, his 
aged wife found that he had taken some- 
thing which made him sick and he then 
admitted he had tired of life and had 
taken the poison'. 

Efforts were made to save his life but 
the dose was too severe and all efforts 
proved futile,

HAT General Grant was a 
man of big heart possessed 
of warm sympathy for tho 
hoys In the ranks, was Im- 
pressed upon a well-known 
veteran when he met 
Grant near Vlcksburg" under rather 
embarrassing conditions. Ho .was In 
General Hovey's old regiment, the 
Twenty^fourth Indiana, from June, 
1861, until August 18G4. 

"The stage of tho great war drama 
had been ehlfted to Vlcksburg and 
vicinity," said tho veteran .In relating 
hla story. "On April 28, at Hard 
Times Landing, thirty-flyo miles he- 
low Vlcksburg, I saw General Grant 
Governor Dick Yates and Fred Grant 
(then a boy, apparently only thirteen 
or fourteen years of nge, but wearing 
a captain's shoulder straps) board a 
tug and cross the river. The can- 
nonading between our fleet and the 
'forts was terrific, and I could see the 
cannon balls come skimming along on 
the wateri some of them very near to 
General Grant's tug, but he stood 
calmly on deck, not in tho least dis- 
turbed. Tho next day I crossed tho 
river on tho fiagshlp Benton and stood 
within six feet of Grant for three 
hours. Ho chewed an unllghted cigar 
stub all the time. I saw him no more 
until about May 8.

W^o knew wo 
were IR the enemy's country, sur- 
rounded by an army 25.000 stronger

than' ours, but we decided to take the 
risk for a square meal. Tho day was 
cloudy and dark and finally we lost 
our bearings. But wo had a few 
chickens, somo sweet potatoes, peas 
and a duck or two, and so really did 
not worry over tho situation. When 
wo wero at last picked up by a patrol 
guard of our own army wo were so 
relieved at not falling Into tho hands 
of the enemy that wo did not take our 
predicament seriously. It was when 
tho guard took us to General Grant's 
own headquarters a short distance 
away tliat we saw wo had but stopped 
out of tho frying pan Into tho fire. 
We kne\v Grant was a good disciplina- 
rian and wo had broken tho rules. 

"General Grant was not in his tent 
at first, but soon came. He threw his 
bridle reins to on orderly and strode 
Into his tent, giving us rather a curi- 
ous glance as ho went by.

BIG SURPRISE IS SPRUNG 



Prosecution Playa Trump Card — Pro- 
test by Defense That Witness 
Could Not Testify Under Law Is 
Followed by Sensation. 



New York.— When Prosecutor Simp- 
son called to the witness etand Mon- 
day Oliver Spitzer, superintendent of 
the WiUIainshurg ' docks, who sorae 
months ago was convicted of under- 
weighing and sentenced to two years 
in. tho Atlanta penitentiary, *the gov- 
ernment played Its trump card In tho 
prosecution of Charles R. Helke, sec- 
retary of tlio American Sugar Ilofinlng 
company, charged with being Impli- 
cated in tho sugar trust undcrweigh- 
Ing conspiracy. 

Spitzer demonstrated to tho court 
the working of the fraudulent de- 
vices by- which the government was 
cheated out of millions of dollars by 
false -weights. It is alleged. 

When Spitzer took tho stand John 
B. Stanchfield, for the defense, claimed 
that under the federal statute Spitzer, 
aa a convicted man, could not 
testifj'. 

The sensation of tho trial was then 
created by tho declaratlonr In court 
that Spitzer had been pardoned by 
President Taft on May 19 last 

Helke Is on trial In tho United 
States circuit court with five former 
employes of the American Sugar. Ue- 
flning company on the charge of con- 
Bplracy to defraud the government by 
underwolghlng cargoes of sugar Im- 
ports. Witnesses have testified to tho 
discovery of fraudulent devices on the 
sugar docks at Williamsburg, where- 
by. It was alleged, employes of the 
BO-called sugar trust manipulated tho 
scales so as to bring about under- 
weights. 

Spitzer went back to tho years 1894 
and 1S95 when, ho said, an Investiga- 
tion he mado developed tho fact that 
the checkers were affecting tho 
weights of raw sugar by placing Bmnll 
bags of lend on the beams of the 
scales, causing the recorded weights 
to drop below tho actual, often/as 
much as 40 pounds on each draft 

In addition, Spitzer said it was also 
tho practise to stuff paper underneath 
the floors of tho Ecaica for the samo 
purpose. Ho said that when Deputy 
Surveyor Vail took ofllco these de- 
vices were abandoned and the use of 
the steel corset spring Instead was be- 
gun and continued. 



UNEARTH BIG GRAIN SWINDLE 



Chicago Firm Loses $700,000 by Manip- 
ulation of Conspirators, Who Jug- 
. gled Bills of Lading. 

Chicago.— Juggling of warehouse re- 
ceipts and railroad bills ot lading, 
used in connection with tho business 
of Durnnt &. Elmore, grain operators. 
With offices In Chicago and Albany, 
N. Y., have caused the loss of ^700,000, 
according to reports from the eastern 
city Monday. Conspirators within the 
firm and outside accomplices are 
blamed for tho alleged misappropria- 
tion, which Involves, It Is Bald, only 
the officials of the eastern branch. Ed- 
win W. Elmore, vlce-presIQent of the 
firm and head of the Chicago office do- 
parted for Albany last Friday In re- 
sponse to a telegram and still Is 
there. 

Money was obtained from banks In 
Albany and New York, it Is said, on 
Juggled receipts and bills, and the. In- 
stitutions reported aa swindled are de- 
clared to ho conducting an Investiga- 
tion seeking to place responsibility 
and to discover the exact amount of 
tho discrepancy, Gibson Oliver, treas- 
urer of the grain concern. and man- 
oger of ItsAlbany omce,Is reported to 
have mado a statement of responsibil- 
ity In connection with the alleged mis- 
appropriation and to have named 
Henry C. Palmer, a former employe 
of the Delaware & Hudson railway, 
and later engaged in tho Chicago office 
of the grain house. 



Naval Bill Passes Senate. 
Washington.— By tho decisive vote 
of 35 to 26 the senato ' Monday ap- 
proved the two-battleship program 
which has already gone through the 
house. Both of the new ships will bo 
of the Drcadnaught class, and tho 
most powerful fighting machines in 
the world. In addition, tho sepato 
added a provision to tho bill for ono 
submarine boat and six torpedo boat 
destroyers, none pf which' wero pro- 
vlded for In the bill as it passed tho 
house. Aa the hill goes to conference, 
it provides for two battleships, to cost 
not exceeding ?C,000,000 excluaivo of 
armament; two fleet colliers to cost 
not more than ^1.000,000 each; five 
submarine torpedo boats at a total' 
cost ot not more than 12,500,000, and 
six torpedo boat destroyera, to coat 
not more than |7BO,000 each.

Republican Leaders Are ' Flayed— 
Measure Denounced as "Trans- 
parent Humbug" and "Deliberate 
Bunco Game" — Boutell In Defense. 



Washington. — "WTiat is regarded as 
tho ^JDemocratlc keynote speech of the 
comltf. congressional campaign was 
•delivered by Representative Champ 
Ciark of Missouri, Democratic leader 
in the house, Saturday when he de- 
inounced the Fa}aio-AIdrIch tariff bill 
•as a "transparent humbug'," attacked 
!the tariff viewa of Representative 
'Payne and vigorously assailed Preal- 
^lent Taft for his support of that law. 

Mr. Clark had prepared his address 
with great care and spoke at length, 
giving facts and figures in support of 
his contention that the tariff bad not 
been honestly revised and that the Re- 
publican majority in congress had en- 
deavored to trick the people. 

Representative Foss, the newly 
elected Democratic representative 
from Massachusetts, also made a rad* 
Jcal attack upon the Payne-Aldrich 
tariff. 

Mr. Foss denounced the Republican 
policy of protection as an unmitigated 
ovll; flayed the Republican leaders; 
declared the recent revision of the 
tariff to be "a deliberate bunko game 
from start to finish;" pronounced In 
favor of reciprocity, and demanded an 
"extra session of a new congress" at 
the earliest opportunity to revise the 
tariff. 

The speaker announced himself as 
favoring the creation of a tariff com- 
mission, but ho wanted the commis- 
sion composed of non-partisan men 
whose report would be made direct to 
congress rather than to the president 

Representative Boutell of Illinois, a 
member of the ways and means com- 
mittee, delivered a speech, in which 
he defended and described the effects 
of the Aldrich tariff law "from the 
standpoint of the ultimate consumer," 
OS he said. 

Criticising the Democratic tariff at- 
titude against the producers, Mr. Bou- 
tell said Democrats In the past had 
agonized over the producers, but their 
hearts now were bleeding for the con- 
sumers. 

Mr. Boutell compared the difference 
between what given articles cost the 
American manufacturer to produce 
and what they cost the ultimate con- 
sumer, In order to show the high cost 
was not due to the tariff.

CHURCH FIGHT IS BREWING 



Dr. Robert's Opponents Seek to Oust 
"'Him From Presbyterian Office — 
IHolds Two Berths. 



Atlantic City, N. J.— The first hint 
of the movement to oust Rev. Dr. Wil- 
liam H. Roberts of Philadelphia from 
one of his two offices of stated clerk 
and treasurer of tho Presbyterian gen- 
eral assemhiy, came In the report of 
the bills and overtures committee, 
which was presented to the assembly 
Saturday. 

It was stated In this report that 132 
presbyteries had voted for a readjust- 
ment, while 13C had voted against any 
^ ^attempt to force Doctor Roberts to re- 
' sign either of his positions. Twenty- 
seven presbyteries had not voted, the 
report said. 

Though no deductions were made 
from this vote, it Is taken to mean 
that It depends on Doctor Roberts him- 
self as to whether ho resigns tho of- 
fice of treasurer. His opponents claim 
that the holding of the two oflices 
gives Doctor Roberts too much power 
in tho assembly and in church affairs. 

An appeal to Gov. James M. Glllett 
of California to prevent the holding of 
the Jeffries-Johnson fight on Inde- 
pendence day was introduced by Rev. 
F. L. Forbes of Seattle, Wash., and 
was referred to the committee on bills 
and overtures. Members of tho as- 
sembly who oppose tho proposed fight 
will attempt to have the appeal dupli- 
cated to President Taft, with a re- 
quest for federal Interference.

150 NARROWLY ESCAPE DEATH

Kansas City, Mo. — Tho excursion 
steamer TThclo Sam collided with a 
sand barge In the Missouri river, at 
the foot of Grand avenue, and aanlc 

One hundred and fifty paBsengera, 
25 of them women, hod narrow c>* 
capes from death, ■ 

Their lives were eared by tho hero- 
ism of Roy Taylor, the engineer, and 
W. L, Thompson, pilot of the boat. 
When the annd barge punched a hole 
In the Btem'of tho boat and she began 
to sink, the engineer put on full speed 
ahead and tho pilot beaded her for 
the, shore, while the pae^engers. panlo- 
Btrloken, ran screamins from one side 
of tho deck to the other. * 

Within ton feet of the sbore the 
boat sank to the bottom and Upped 
over until her docks were at an angle 
of 45 degrees. All the lower deck was 
under water. 

People ran to the river bank from 
all dlrectlona; planks wero carried 
and thrown out to the boat forming a 
bridge ten feet long, and over this tho 
passengers wont ashore. 

Had the boat sunk one minute soon- 
er she would have gone down In tho 
deep channel of the river and many 
lives would have been loaL 



70;000 GET WAGE INCREASE 

standard Oil Adds Many Millions to 
Pay Envelopes of Its Em- 
ployees. 

New York.— A voluntary wage In- 
crease that wIU affect approximately 
70,000 men, has been made by the 
Standard Oil company. Tho remark- 
able increase to workmen, who in the 
entire history of tho concern, have 
never been on strike, ranges from 
6 to 10 per cent 

The order Is retroactive and bo- 
came effective May 1. It Is estimated 
that the company will add from $6,- 
000.000 to $10,900,000 to Its annual 
pay roll exponso. 

The new scale affects employees on- 
gaged in the company's wofka and fac- 
tories, but the office men will not be 
benefltod by this increase. Most of 
tho employees who \yill eot the in- 
crease aro laborers, and the advance 
applies to all tho subBldi*iry compa- 
nies In the United States.

Fop Threo Days Subjects of the Lato 

Monarch .Vlow Remains Lying In 

State—Final ObBcrvances at 

Royal Palace of Windsor. 



London, Eng.— With all the pomp 
and formal observances bcflttlng ttao 
obsequies of the ruler of a great nn^ 
tioD, King Edward's funeral pageant 
on May 20 Is classed as the moat Im- 
posing ceremonial lu>the hletcr" of 
Great Britain's capital. 

The streets tJi ro ugh , which tho pro- 
cession passed were lined with upward 
of 30,000 picked troops of the British 
army, and among the mourners were 
the rulers of, every country In Europe, 
or their representatives. In this as- 
sembly ex-President Roosevelt roUo as 
tho special envoy of the United States, 
every honor being accorded America's 
distinguished representative. 

At a conservative estimate 700,000; 
persons passed through WcBtmlnstcr 
hall to look upon the coilln of tho king 
lying In state. Barriers were built, by- 
means of which tho people were 
ushered through In four lines at tbo 
rate of 18,000 an hour. The body of 
tho late king was not exposed to view. 
Thomourners.saw only the coQln, 
with tho ofllclal regalia and heaps of 
flowers. 

Queen Mother Chose Hymns. 

The hymns Bung at the service at 
Windsor were all of the queenraoth- 
er's choice. Tliey-were "My God, My 
Father, While I Stray," "Now tho Lrfi- 
borer'fl Task Is O'er," and "I Heard a 
Voice Prom Heaven." 

Scotland yard had all Its detectives 
on-duty, and these were reinforced by 
a hundred more from continental 
cities. All visitors -were watched, but 
there was lit-tlo real fear of anarchistic 
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tho place In-WestmlnBler hnTl Tfhor* 
tho catafolquo, stood. The public was 
admitted until ten o'clock, at night. 
Tho catafalque occupied the spot on 
which Gladstone's catafalque stood. 

Tho coilln was sooled and draped 
and Burmountod by some of the royal 
regalia and King Edward's field mar* 
shal'M sword. 

The Court at WJndsor, 
Tho court removed to Windsor the 
day before the . funeral. The arch- 
bishop of Canterbury, assisted by 
Canon Wilberfprce, conducted a short 
service at Westmlnater hall on tho or* 
rival of tho body on .May 17. The 
members of both houses of parliament 
attended this service. 

Kept Away by Kaiser. 
Neither M. L#oubot, M; Delcasse nor 
M. Clemenceau formed part of the 
French mission to attend tho funeral 
of icing Edward. Premier Brland In- 
tended to go, but also gave up. the 
Idea, owing to the fact that Emperor 
William was there. Under these cir- 
cumstances the mlsslpn was purely 
formal. It consisted of M. PIchon, 
minister of foreign affairs; General 
DiUsteln, military governor of Paris; 
Admiral Marquis and an attache rep- 
resenting President FalUeres. 

Roosevelt Among the Monarche. 
Ex-PrcsIdent Roosevelt,' who was 
named as special envoy of the United 
States to attend the funeral of King 
Edward, was presented to King Georgo 
soon after his arrival In London, I^Ir. 
Roosevelt occupied a placo with tlie 
visiting monarchs In the funeral pro- 
cession and attended tho burial at 
Windsor. 

Thousands of Dollars In Flowers. 
The] flowers alone contributed by 
organizations and Individuals repre- 
sented many thousands of dollars In 
value. Tho most elaborate wreath 
was sent from Windsor, consisting of 
costly white flowers, Intenvoven with 
purple, which Is tho royal mourning 
color. Tho wreaths contributed by pri- 
vate Individuals, numbering thousands, 
were hung on posts In tho streets, 
Jackles Drew Carriage. 
King Georgo being so closely 
Identlllcd with tho navy, tlio naval con- 
tlngonts took a prominent part In the 
ceremonies. Bluejackets drew the 
gun carriage to Windsor, as they did 
the carriage which bore the body of 
Victoria, although on that occasion 
they did so because the horses be- 
came restive. . _

The procession to AVeatmlnster hall 
May 17 for tho lying In state was al- 
rpost on as great a scale as the fu- 
neral procession, .The cortege Included 
King Georgo and all the foreign sov- 
ereigns oa horseback, and the queen 
mother and the royal ladles In car- 
riages. 

When the funeral procesalon started 
every street car In Iiondbn camo to- a 
standstill for a quarter of an hour. All 
the publlo houses In London wore 
cloaed while tho procession was p^asa- 
Ing. 

No Distinction Shown. 

There was no distinction as to per- 
son nor were thero any ticket; prlyl- 
legCB for the lying In state lii West- 
minster hall.. All had to take their 
turn In lino. 

At St. George's chnpol, at Windsor, 
from whence the body was carried to 
Its final resting place the carved 
stalls were removed In order to give 
placo to timber seating. Otherwise 
not a tenth of those entitled to attend 
would have been able to enter. The 
chapel was draped with violet hang- 
ings. 

Violet was the predominant tone of 
all 'the funeral drapings and public 
decorations, It being well known that 
King Edward greatly disliked the 
gloom given by black draperies. 

The Bervlco held In AVestmlnster 
abbey did not; form any part of the 
royal funeral. It was a memorial 
service hold especially for thoee mem- 
bers of tho house of lords and bouse 
of commons, who wore unable to^o. 
to Windsor. ■' ■ 

Electric standards woro fixed around 



over the body in the. throneroom at 
Buckingham palace. They were re- 
lieved each hour. With simple cere- 
mony BOme one of the visiting royal- 
ties entered the room every now and 
then, and the widowed queen went 
there frequently. - 

Body In Magnificent Tomb. 

The body of King Edward lies with 
that of hiB Immediate ancestors In the 
magnlflcent mausoleum at Frogmore, 
In the Home park of Windsor caatlo. 
In this structure, erected by Queen 
Victoria at a cost of $1,000,000, Princo 
Albert- Edward, , father of the late 
king, was laid to rest In 1861. In the 
same year -Queen Victoria's mother, 
the duchess of Kent, was burled In an 
olaborato tomb in the grounds near by. 
In 1901 Queen Victoria herself was 
burled. In tho mauBOleum boaldo her 
huah'and. . , 

, The striicturo Is probably one of tho 
most claborato of the kind. In exist- 
ence. It was planned In minute detail 
by Queen Victoria as ii memorial to 
the prince consort. The general pub- 
lic Is not admitted to the chamber 
where lie the rbyalbodles In two Im- 
mense sarcophagi,, but the spot Is a 
great magnet for tourists, dozens of 
whom inspect the marble mausoleum 
dally.

Mlniito Measurements. 

Because the balance whcols of 
watches expand and contract wtth 
changes of temperature they run 
slower and faster, according to cir- 
ciiuiBtances. Dy making them of dif- 
ferent kinds of metal, having dirforcnt 
degrees of e^tpanslon with Increase of 
-temperature, tho effect of their 
changes on the running of watches 
may bo almost entirely eliminated.. 
But In dealing with such a problem It 
is necessary to know the expansibility 
of tho metal employed. 

A means of measuring It la fur- 
nished by an Instrument called a 
dilatometGr, In which a system of deli-' 
cato levers or a chain of gear wheels 
magnilles tho motion of a pointer over 
a graduated scale luinUrods of time. 
At a moutlng of tho Physical society 
In London not long ngo a dllntomctcr 
was exhibited which had a mngnlflca* 
tion of 1,500 times, so that the change 
In the length of a piece of steel caused 
by a single degree of rise or fall of 
temperature was clearly measured by 
it.
